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under point and attach to calyx at hole. Add 6 more petals and 
attach in a circle overlapping. Dust golden yellow out from base 
after forming each row. Using medium cutter, make 7 petals and 
attach in between previous row. With small cutter, make 5 petals 
for third row. Make and attach 3 more small petals to prepared 
center, tucking left side under right. Brush glue under center 
and insert wire through hole to join. (Make sure wire length is 
less than depth of mug!) Let dry. For pink camellia, use pale 
pink dough or simply dust edges rose pink. Pearlize. 

Make leaves as for the rose. For water droplets, pipe balls of clear piping 



gel with tip #2

DOGWOOD 
ConnuA f-tanida 

State Flower of North Carolina and Virginia 
State Tree of Missouri 

One of the most beloved of all trees, the 
flowering dogwood is one of Spring's most unfoi 
gettable sights to sec. Four floppy bracts in 
rose pink, red or white form a cross around a 
tiny pin-cushion center. Branch out and learn 
this easy-to-make yet showy sugar flower. 

FLOWER 

Form a small ball of light bluish-green dough. 

Place on fingertip and press with large mesh tulle. 

Fold edges under and insert a damp hooked 22g wire. 

Let dry. Dust edge lightly with pink. 

BRACTS 

Cover a mug with foil and form a shallow cup. With needle tool, make tiny 
hole in center. Roll out white dough thin and press with Dogwood petal veiner.* 
Cut out 2 bracts with large dogwood cutter. If unavailable, use 2 sizes of 
narrow rose petal cutters and cut out nick with point of cutter.) On pad, thin 
edges with ball tool and ruffle strongly near nick. Brush glue at base on one 
and place at hole in foil. Attach second bract opposite, overlapping points. 
Make 2 smaller bracts as before and attach with glue, forming cross. Lift outer 
edges slightly with fiber. Brush glue under flower and insert wire into center 
of cross. Press firmly to join. 

When dry, dust bases apple green and backs of bracts hot pink, strong at 
nick. Pearlize. 

*If Dogwood veiner is unavailable,, use Cymbidium Orchid veiner. 





BUD 

Roll a large ball of dough into a softly pointed teardrop. 

Insert a damp hooked 22g wire into wide end. With needle tool, 
mark 2 deep lines opposite each other and lighter lines in 
between. Let dry. Dust base apple green and tip hot pink. 

Pearlize. 

BRANCH 

To form a dogwood branch, prepare at least 2 or 3 flowers and 2 or more 
buds. Attach green floral tape to the end of a strong wire. Travel down wire 
1" (3cm) and attach bud. Continue down wire attaching remaining buds then 
flowers. Dust stem red for woody appearance and finish with red pearl. 
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CALYX 

Roll out light green dough thin. Cut with tiny star-shaped 
cutter. On pad, thin edges with ball tool and point with needle 
tool. Brush glue in center, insert wire and attach to back of 
flower. 

BUDS 

Roll a small to medium ball of light green dough into a stu 
teardrop. Insert damp hooked 30g wire into base. With cuticle 
scissors, snip tip twice and cut 5 points around base for calyx. 

Make 3-5 varying sizes. Let dry. Dust calyx darker green an 
tip pink. 

ASSEMBLY 

First bend all wires down at a 90° angle. Wrap green floral tape to tip of 
a 20 g wire and attach buds tightly together down wire, smallest bud first. 
Continue down wire attaching flowers in increasing sizes.

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BUDS 

For the smallest buds, roll a small to medium ball of 
light green dough into a long softly pointed bead. Insert a 
damp hooked 30g wire. With needle tool, mark 3 lines length- 
wise down 2/3 of bead and one horizontal line near base. Let 
dry. Dust base dark green and tip coral. Make at least 3 in 
increasing sizes. 

For larger buds, roll medium to large balls of white dough 
into same shape. Mark curved lines instead of straight. Make 
at least 2. Dust as before. 

ASSEMBLY 

Wrap green floral tape to tip of a 22g wire. Attach buds tightly 
down wire in increasing sizes, ending with open flowers. Bend wire to 
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Tnxmkty, jto/inUng T/ioza-Icl ya up! 




GERBER DAISY

One of the largest members of the Daisy family, 
the giant Gerber stems from sun-drenched South Africa. 

A multitude of intensely painted petals radiate from 
a disk-shaped center circled by an aura of minute 
stamens. Formed like its cousin, the common Daisy, 
this sugar flower steps into being by simply adding an 

extra row of petals. Da-dah! 

CENTER 

Form a large ball of lemon yellow dough. Flatten, 
place on fingertip and press against small mesh tulle. 

Tuck sides under and insert a damp hooked 22g wire. 

Indent center with large ball tool. Let dry. Dust 
indentation apple green If using mold (#V36) to form center, push fat end 
of teardrop shaped pieceof dough into mold and then insert wire into point. Remove excess 

PETALS 

Roll out red dough thin and cut with large 8-petaled cutter. On pad, lengthen 
petals and thin with ball tool. Face point of needle tool toward center and mark 
2-3 lines down each. Place under plastic wrap to prevent drying. Roll out and 
shape second row of petals as before. Brush glue in center of first row and place 
second row on top. Petals should be in between petals of first row. Cover. 

Create third row and glue on top. Brush glue under center and insert 
wire through petals. Hang upside down, pressing back to join. Slip 
shallow cup former onto wire and invert, letting petals fall flat. 

Let dry. Dust flame red out from .center. Finish center with 
gold pearl and petals with red pearl. 

CALYX 

Roll out green dough thin. Cut with small daisy cutter. 

On pad, thin edges with ball tool and point tips with needle 
tool. Insert wire and attach to back of flower with glue.

‘Hydrangea 

Augustin Py ramus DeCandolle 


Like a team of cheerleaders having thrown their 
pom-poms into a giant heap, the Hydrangea bush's 
squad of flowerette bouquets, "fight-fight-fight" for 
attention, each being so grand in itself. 

The individual blossom is remarkably easy to form; 
just repetition is the key here. Approximately 24 blossoms 
are needed to grow a sugar Hydrangea. It may appear somewhat 
complicated to construct, but it's actually a snap to wrap. So try 
this fluffy marvel, which displayed individually, is cheery enough to 
route for alone. 

CENTER 

Form an extra tiny ball of cream colored dough and 
insert a hooked damp 26g green wire. With needle 
tool, mark cross on top of ball. Let dry. To save some steps 
use #V41 Hydrangea center maker. 

PETALS 



O 

Roll out pale blue dough moderately thin 
and press with Hydrangea or cross-shaped 
veiner. Make cut with four-petaled Hydrangea 
cutter. On foam pad, lift and thin edges of petals 
with ball tool rolling inward toward center of flower. 

Brush glue under prepared center and insert wire 
through middle of petals to join. Hanging upside down, 
insert wire through small cone former (item #E4 small former) and 
then turn right side up. Set former on top of glass or mug for 
flower to dry. Make 24. Dust edges a darker shade of blue with 
a touch of pink here and there too. Pearlize slightly. 


LEAF 

Roll out dark green dough moderately thin and press with 
Hydrangea leaf veiner. Make cut with jagged leaf cutter and 
insert damp 26g green wire. With ball tool on foam pad, thin 
edges without ruffling. Let dry. Dust center of leaf forest green, 
edges burgundy and then all over with green pearl. 

Steam leaf for shiney effect. Make at least 5. 


ASSEMBLY 

Attached green tape to tip of 20g wire. Add blossom 
vertically with approximately 2 in. stem from tip. Continue 
adding blossoms in two circles beneath. Finish by attaching 
leaves around base of flowettes.

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LEAF 

Roll out bluish-green dough moderately thin. Cut out leaf with 
almond-shaped cutter. Insert damp 30g wire. On pad, thin edges with 
ball tool and mark strong line down center with needle tool . Let dry . 
Brush with piping gel loosened with water for glossy look. Edge pink. 



ASSEMBLY 


For a sprig, prepare at least 3 flowers, 2 or 3 buds and 7-9 leaves. Wrap 
green floral tape to end of a 22g wire and attach smallest leaf. Immediately 
add 2 more leaves opposite each other, followed by buds, flowers and more leaves 
at (2cm) intervals. Dust stem pink for woody appearance.

LOTUS

Since ancient times , Eastern religions have 


used the lotus to symbolize the gradual unfolding 


of the crown chakra, the energy center located at 


the top of the head, birthplace of spiritual en- 


lightenment. According to legend, Buddha, the 


Indian mystic and founder of Buddhism, was miracu 


lously born inside this fragrant floating flower. 
Its wheel-like seedpod center is surrounded by a 
halo of golden stamens and large floppy petals in 
white, yellow, orange, rose-pink and red. Making 
a sugar lotus is s sweet meditation. 


CENTER 


Using yellow dough, form a Mexican Hat with a large crown. Cut out mound 
with circular cutter about 7/8" (3cm) in diameter. Invert and insert a damp hooked 
20g wire into base. With tweezers, insert 48 yellow stamens around base at a 45° 
angle. Roll out same dough moderately thin and cut out a circle with same cutter. 
Indent 14 times with tiny ball tool. On firm surface, poke holes in each mound 
with #1 tip. Turn over and attach to top of center with glue. With needle tool, 
mark lines around edge. Let dry. Dust top spring green, leaving perforations 
yellow. 




Dust golden yellow out from base of each petal. Dust edges magenta, making 
points vibrant. Pearlize. 


PAD 

Roll out dark green dough moderately thin and press with a circular 
veiner like the nasturtium. Cut with any circular cutter 1^-3" (4-8cm) 
in diameter. On pad, strongly ruffle edge with ball tool. Let dry flat. 
Brush with piping gel loosened with water and when dry, dust edges with 
burgundy .

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PAEONIA LACTIFLORA 
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CENTER 



An extremely hardy plant producing 
large showy fluffy blossoms, the Peony 
bush originates from eastern Asia, China, 
Siberia and Mongolia. It shoots long upright 
peduncles which carry 3-5 ruffled flowers 
per stem. Ants are often seen dancing on 
the buds before they open, little tiny legs 
helping to bring to life this fragrant beauty. 




PETALS 


Roll a small ball of medium green dough into a pointy 
teardrop bending tip backwards. Repeat two more times 
and while still soft, press together and insert a damp hooked 
20 gauge wire into bottom. Insert 18-24 yellow stamens 
around base and let dry. 


Roll out white dough moderately thin and press with all purpose veiner. Make cut with 
Peony petal cutter. Thin edges with balltool on foam pad. Place outside of petal near edge of 
pad or foam block. Rock needle tool back and forth angled upward to strongly ruffle edge. 

Let dry with slightly cupped shaping. Make 7 with largest cutter, 7 with medium, 6 with small 
and 5 with the smallest. Dust pale yellow from base of petals and pink in from edge. Once dry 
bend wires at base of all petals to a ninety degree angle. Attach first smallest petals under 
center followed by increasing sizes, placing each row under and in between previous row. 


LEAVES 

Roll out green dough moderately thin 
and press with leaf veiner (Bleeding Heart 
leaf may be used if Peony veiner is not 
available). Insert 26 gauge damp wire into 
bottom and thin edges with ball tool on 
foam pad. For side leaves, make two mirror 
images of each other. (If using Bleeding Heart 
leaf cutter, slice off right and left arm of leaf 
respectively). Let dry. Dust surface darker green 
and edge with pink. For glossy effect, dust with super green luster dust and hold 5-10 
seconds in front of teapot spout for steaming. Once dry, attached tri-pointed leaf to tip of 22 
gauge wire with left and right leaves attached as shown. 





BUD 

Roll a big ball of white dough and insert 
a hooked 22 gauge wire. Roll out 3 smallest 
petals and ruffle as before. Attach with egg 
white around the base overlapping edges. 
Dust pink up from bottom. Then roll out 
green dough and make cut with small 
calyx cutter. Thin edges on pad and attach 
with glue under bottom. Wrap to leaf stem 
below leaves and attach branch under flower.

National flower of Singapore 

This native plant of tropical Asia produces palm-sized flowers 
clustered tightly at the end of a long stem. In sunset colors of orange, 
pink, lavender and purple, they reflect the beauty of their island paradise 
home. Handmade sugar Vandas in a simple bud vase can stand alone as an 
elegant table decoration. 



TONGUE 

Roll out a small ball of white dough into a tube 3/8” (1cm) long. 

Insert a damp hooked 22g wire into one end. Indent other end with 
tip #7. With needle tool, mark line in center of mound. Let dry. 

With detail brush, paint semi-circles light brown, leaving crease unpainted. 

THROAT 



Roll out dough moderately thin and cut out throat. On pad, press 
small balltool into center of upper sections, cupping upwards. Ruffle sides 
of lower section. With tweezers pinch two lines down center of lips of 
throat. Brush glue under tongue and insert wire into upper section of 
throat. Press lips against under side of tongue to join. Let dry. Dust 
yellow under tongue and purple on the pinches. 



PETALS AND SEPALS 

Roll out lavender dough moderately thin and press with Vanda 
veiner. Cut out petal and insert damp 28g wire. On pad, thin edges 
with balltool. Turn over and point tip with needle tool. Let dry flat 
on fiber. Make two. With bigger cutter for sepals, repeat steps, making 
three. Dust petals purple leaving bottoms of petals and sepals light. 


BUD 

Form a large ball of dough and insert damp hooked 22g wire. With needle tool, 
mark 3 sections. Dust top purple and base apple green. 



ASSEMBLY 

Wrap white floral tape around wire behind throat. Bend petal and sepal wires 
to 90 degree angle and attach petals at 10 and 2 o’clock followed by sepals at 
12,4 and 8 o’clock. Dust stem apple green and lightly dust flower with pearl dust.
